On Jan. 19, 1636, an attempt was 
made to Solve the problem of London 
traffic by restricting the number of 
hackney coaches. Charles I. issued a 
‘proclamation setting out that “hack- 
ney coaches are not only a great dis- 
turbance to his majesty, his dearest 
consort, the queen, the nobility and 
others of place and degree in their 
passage through the streets, but the 
streets themselves abe so pestered and 
the pavements so broken up that the 
common passage is thereby hindered 
and made dangerous, and the prices 
of hay, provender, etc., thereby made 
exceedingly dear. Wherefore we ex- 
pressly command and ferbid that no 
hackney coaches or hired carriages be 
used or suffered in London, Westmin- 
ster or the suburbs! thereof except 
they be to travel three miles out of 
the same. And also that no person 
shall go in a coavh through the said 
Streets except the owner of the coach 
shall constantly keep up four able 
horses for our service When required.”

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Marketing of Wool 


The Live Stock branch of the Do- 
Minion department of agriculture is 
prepared to offer practical assistance 
this year to associations of wool grow- 
ers in the prepatation and display of 
their wool slips for market. Associa- 
tions, in order to relations of the 
branch and membership is limited to 
actual owners of sheep. West of Fort 
William an association must contain 
at least 3,000 sheep, or sufficient to 
comprise one car-load of wool; east of 
there, a relative number. The ser- 
vices of expert Wool classifiers, who 
will taxe charge of and perform the 
grading, classification and preparation 
of the wool, will be provided. 

This praposal represents much 
more than a mere cottinuation of 
the work’ undertaken last year, when 
two wool classifiers, in the emplcy 
of the live stock branch, visited the 
western provinces and gave practical 
instruction and advice to sheep .rais- 
ers upon wool growing. Rather it 
means the introduction of a definite 
scheme whereby wool preducers may 
be actually arsisted in preparing and 
presenting their wools upon the mar- 
ket in the most acceptable fashion and 
thus be in a position to cater raore 
directly to the requirements of the 
market. Morcover, it should prove ef- 
fective in developing and improving 
the general staius of sheep raising and 
" creating an impetus to the produc- 
tion Jand preperation of an improved 
grade of wool and indirectly a better 
class of mutton. 

The branch will atso provide the 
means for the establishment of a cen- 
tral bureau for the distribution of 
current information respecting do- 
nestic and foreign markets of wool, 
so that the associations may be 
constantlY in command of complete 

~owledge concerning the source of 

~ demand and the ruling price of 
all grades. Reiiable information of 
his nature will serve as an excel- 
lent asset to an association in di- 
recting its policy and placing it in 
closer relationship with the demands 
of the trade.

Uses and Value of Timber 

In order to know what a tract of 
timber is worth it is necesgary to know 
the value of the products. Not only 
should the general uses of the different 
kinds of wood be known, but careful 
attention should be given to any spec- 
ial use for given kinds or sizes of 
trees which may result in increased 
value. The market for wood lot tim- 
ber is chiefly for ties, poles, firewood, 
posts, piles, rails, lumber and very fre- 
quently in -the round for pulp wood, 
acid factories and box manufacturers, 
while special kinds, such as fine white 
oak, ash, second growth hickory, cher. 
ry, ete., have a large niimber of special 
uses, such as in the vehicle industry, 
furniture making, ete. It is again 
urged that owners should be particular 
to inquire into their special markets 
both for the differeut kinds of timber 
and for the most profitable form into 
which given sized trees may be work- 
ed. By taking advantage of this they 
can very frequently double the price 
received for their products.—R. Rosen- 
bluth in American, Forestry.

Two Pigs in Five Minutee—Results of 
Mixed Farmine Are Already 
Manifest 


The Vermilion “Standard” recently 
some remarkab!e statistics 
with respect to the hog raising and 
pork packing industries in the nelgi- 
borhood of Edmonton. One of the 


‘largest packers in North Edmonton, 


according to this paper, sends hogs 
uy the slaughter chute at the rate 
of two pigs every five minutes. This 
is a recent record, and if kept up will 
mean that 1,500 hogs per week are 
slaughtered in this one plant at North 
Edmonton alone. The pork packing 
industry is really a manufacturing in- 
dustry. The live hog goes in at the 
t.. storey, and is transformed on the 
different floors {nto various forms of 
packed products, and {js finally ship- 
ped out as bacon, ham, sausage, etc., 
{n refrigerator cars, motor trucks or 


wegons lor transportation all over 
Canada. 

Recently the big home markets in 
Eastern Canada and the markets 
across the Atlantic have recelved 


hog products from Western Canada, 
The two pigs killed every five min- 
utes cost $15 each, so that for every 


minute’s work in the packing plant | 
some farmer in Western Canada is 
being paid $6.00, If this rate was kept | 
up the year round it would, accord- 


ing to the Vermilion “Standard” mean 
that $7,000,000 was paid out for hog 
supplies by this one plant.

The bluck fox is probably the most 
valuable fur bearing animal in exis-| 
fence today, and its comparative | 
varity, coupled with the uncertainty 
in the supply of skins as taken by 
the Indians and trappers each year, 
has turned the attention of fur men 
throughout the western provinces to 
the possibilities that lie in the rais- 
ing of these animals in captivity. 

Although this business of raising 
black foxes, is by no means new, 
having been carried cx in Prince Ed- 
ward Island for some twenty years, it 
wes not until revently that men in| 
the western provinces became alive to 
“the profits that exist in this indus- 
try.

WILL MAKE TRIP TO 
TEST ARCTIC RATIONS 


SIR ERNEST SHACKLETON GOES 
TO NORWAY GLACIERS TO 
US CAN PLANS 


A Preliminary Trial Expedition to be 
Made to Norway to Test Rations and 
Equipment Before Leaving For the 
Antarctic Cont'nent. 

With the thoroughness which has 
always characterized his work, Sir 
Ernest Shackteton is about to make a 
preliminary trial expedition under Arc- 
tic conditions in the glaciers of Nor- 
way. This will b> for the special pur- 
pose of testing the rations for his trip 
across the Antarctic continent, which 
he hopes tosmake in four and a half 
months’ time. 

No party ever started out, without 
having food depots, to make such 4 
distance as that in a straight line, but 
Sir Ernest and his meu have made 
special preparations for the attempt. 
They have, with the aid of the Royal 
Army Medical corps, evolved the “per- 
fect ration.” It will average only 
thirty-five ounces daily, as compared 
with the three pounds or more con- 
sumed by the average man, but it is 
believed it represents the highest nu- 
tritive value for polar travel. 

Sir Ernest will be accompanied by 
five members of his staff when he goes 
to Norway to conduct experiments 
with these rations and also test his 
tents and motor sieds. 

The party will don polar kit and 
travel among the glaciers. While the 
cold will not be as intense as in the 
polar regions, the country will furnish 
the same sort of sudden blizzards as 
are experienced in the Antarctic, The 
party will test the effect and potency 
of the rations in most detailed fashion. 

Shackleton’s new ship, the Mndur- 
ance, has been almost completely fit- 
ted in Norway and will arrive at the 
London docks ths month. It is eighteen 
fect longey than his last ship, Nimrod. 
It is a beautiful specimen of wooden 
shipbuilding, and probably the last of 
its class that will be constructed. Its 
whole kee! is nade of solid oak five 
and a half feet thick, and its sides are 
two feet thick. It belongs to the bark- 
entine class, has the latest triple ex- 
pansion engines and Will steam ten 
knots an hour. It is fitted to con- 
sume both oil and coal. When in the 
ice oil will be substituted for coal, 
which will mean economy if it is de- 
layed in the pack, as ‘he boilers can 
be kept warm and full heat generated 
quickly. When the oil has been used 
the tanks will be filled with water bal- 
last. 

The dogs, which constitute an im- 
portant factor in the expedition, are a 
cross between a wolf and a_ Scotch 
stag hound, and have been bred in 


Northern Canada. The lightest of 
them will turn the scales at eighty 


pounds, whereas the heaviest dog with 
tre last Shackleton expedition weigh- 
ed forty-five pounds. They-have been 
selected by the experts of the Hud- 
son Bay company and will be under 
the charge of one of the most experi- 
enced drivers from Canada, who was 
chosen by the commissioner of the 
Northwest Mounted Police. 

The latest appointments to the ex- 
peditionary staff are Sir Philip Lee 
Brocklehurst, who was with Shackle- 
ton in 1907 and 1909 and who made the 
first ascent of Mount Erebus, and his 
brother, Lieut. Courtney Brocklehurst, 
of the Eleventh Hussars Hundreds 
of applications for positions wth the 
expedition have been received.

About three years ago an-expedi+ 


tion organized by two English women, 
whose object in searching for the treas- 
ure Wis to devote it) to charity in 
which they are interesced in London, 
spent six weeks on Cocos, ana c: 
away confessing chat their plans 
gone wrong. 

Mr. Mills encountered his adventure 
had tinished there was not a man 
rating himself as a fool for engaging 
in such an enterprise.

There are two well-known clucs to 
Cocos treasure—the first that to the 
loot taken from Lima in 1818 by an 
English sailor named Thompson, and 
the second that to the treasure stolen 
from Vera Cruz in 1821 by the Span- 
ish pirate, Benito Bonite (Little Ben

Little Ben and his cut-throats + sure 
prised the .reasure house at Vera 
Cruz in broad daylight gnd made 
away With the gold and silver on 
pack mules.

Gentlemen: 
We have examined the leases held by your company and beg to submit the 
following report: 


Along the east of the Porcupine Hills we find a low bread anticline whose 
axis passes north 60 degrees west ‘magnetic’ through sections twenty-eight, twenty- 
nine 29 and thirty-two 32 of township eleven 11, range twenty-eight 28 west of the 
fourth meridian, and through section six 6 township twelve 12 range twenty-eight 
28, west of the fourth meridian. 


The Porcupine Hills which lie to the west are formed of Tertiary and upper 
Cretaceous strata flexed into a flat synclinal. 


As is to be be seen a great ialanes of this strata are exposed probably ex- 
ceeding 2000 feet and the anticlinal uplift upon which the claims in range 28 are 
situated brings to the surface strata well down into the cretaceous, 


The Claresholm district is favored in the certain evidences of the Petrolifer- 
ous character of the underlying strata. 

On the North-west } of section 14, township 12, range 26, west of the fourth 
meridian we find a well which struck gas at 300 feet. This gas has an odor similar 
to the wet gas at the Dingman well and has been used for heating in the home of 
- John Smedstadt since October 1913. Gas has also been found in the Town of 
Claresholm. We believe that a well drilled on section 6, township 12, range 28 
west of the fourth Meridian as shown on map, would be in a favorable spot to test 
the possibilities of the field. 


It is therefore recommended that this be done. The depth of 2000 feet should 
prove up the district but contracts should provide for 3000 feet maximum.
